Alabama and Mississippi State will meet for the 107th time tonight 
with the Crimson Tide holding an 86-17-3 lead in the all-time series. 
The Tide has played more games against State than any other 
opponent and the series, which began in 1896, is the fifth-oldest in 
UA history. The Crimson Tide enters this weekend’s matchup riding 
a 14-game winning streak over the Bulldogs, including last season's 
49-9 win in Starkville. 


SPREADING THE WEALTH 


OCTOBER DOMINANCE UNDER 
HEAD COACH NICK SABAN 


Alabama head coach Nick Saban has been dominant in the month 

of October during his time in Tuscaloosa. Saban has compiled a 
54-4 (.931) mark, including a 30-0 record at home and a 24-4 mark on 
the road. His first October loss at the helm of the Crimson Tide came 
in 2010 at South Carolina, followed by a loss in 2014 at Ole Miss. 
His third October loss came at Texas A&M on Oct. 9 of last season 
with a fourth loss at then-No. 6/8 Tennessee on Oct. 15 - both of 
which came on a last-second field goal. For his career, Saban is 
83-19 (.814) in October, including a 3-1 mark at Toledo, a 12-8 record 
at Michigan State and a 12-6 stretch at LSU in addition to his time 
with the Crimson Tide. 


Alabama quarterbacks have completed 155 passes for 1,934 yards through seven games this season. Those catches and yards have been 
spread across 18 different pass-catchers, including a group of six players with 17-plus catches and a collection of seven receivers who are 
over 150-plus yards on the season. The seven pass-catchers are all averaging 9.9 yards or better per reception with five players at 12.1-orbetter 
yards per catch. The Crimson Tide is led in receptions by running back Jahmyr Gibbs with 27 while wide receiver Ja’Corey Brooks leads UA 


in receiving yards at 302. 


BAMA VS STATE ON 
HOMECOMING 


The Crimson Tide has hosted the Bulldogs 
a total of 23 times on Homecoming, the 
most of any opponent for Alabama. In 
those 23 matchups, UA holds an 18-4- 
1 advantage, including an eight-game 
winning streak on Homecoming over 
State. That stretch dates back to Oct. 26, 
1957, when Mississippi State last won, 
25-13. The last matchup between the two 
schools on Homecoming came on Nov. 2, 
1985, a 44-28 win for Alabama. 


VARIOUS SITE GAMES 


The Alabama-Mississippi State series 
has been played in eight different cities 
since the initial meeting on the Quad 
in Tuscaloosa in 1896. Tuscaloosa has 
hosted the most games in the series 
(55), with the Crimson Tide posting a 46- 
8-1 (45-9-1 NCAA) record on its campus. 
UA is also 6-2-1 all-time in Birmingham 
and 1-0 in Montgomery. The Tide and 
the Bulldogs have also met 25 times in 
Starkville, where UA is 21-4 (20-4 NCAA). 
Four other Mississippi cities have played 
host to this rivalry, including Jackson (9- 
1), Meridian (2-0), Columbus (1-1-1) and 
Aberdeen (0-1). 


ALABAMA’S TV 
RECORD 


Alabama’s matchup with Mississippi State 
on ESPN will be the Tide's 467th televised 
game. Alabama has compiled a 323-139-4 
(.696) all-time record in televised games 
(not including pay-per-view, tape-delayed 
or closed-circuit telecasts). 


BRYCE YOUNG 
AGAINST THE BEST 


Since stepping into the _ starting 
quarterback role to start the 2021 season, 
quarterback Bryce Young has elevated 
his game each time a ranked opponent 
has appeared on the Crimson Tide's 
schedule. In eight games against ranked 
teams, Young has posted an NCAA passer 
rating of 157.63 with an NFL rating of 
106.90. He has thrown from 2,768 yards in 
eight games for an average 346.0 yards 
per game with 20 touchdowns and six 
interceptions. Young is averaging 9.0 
yards per attempt in the eight games 
while completing 64.6 percent of his 
passes (199-308). 


McKINSTRY THE 
RETURN MAN 


Kool-Aid McKinstry took on the Crimson 
Tide’s punt returner responsibilities this 
season and has excelled so far. The 
sophomore has totaled an NCAA-high 319 
yards on 18 punts to average 17.7 yards 
per return. His 17.7 average leads the SEC 
and ranks second nationally. 


ALL-PURPOSE 
LEADER 


Jahmyr Gibbs has been key to the Crimson 
Tide’s success this season, contributing a 


team-high 1,067 all-purpose yards 
through seven games. Gibbs is averaging 
152.4 yards per game to lead the SEC and 
rank sixth nationally while his 1,067 total 
yards are the fourth-most by any single 
player in the country.

Following a productive first season 
at Alabama, To’oTo’o chose to bypass 
the NFL Draft for at least one more 
year and return to Tuscaloosa for his 
senior season where he has led the 
Tide defense once again.

The senior linebacker has been a team 
captain in multiple games up to this 
point and has stepped into more of a 
leadership role in his second year in 


~ the program. Having been at Alabama 


for over a year, he said he feels more 


obviously one of the huge things that | 
learned here. 

“The hard work, the grind that 
goes into every single day.

SYLVESTER CROOM SELECTED AS PART 
OF 2022 COLLEGE FOOTBALL HoF CLASS 


A familiar face will return to 
Nee Bryant-Denny Stadium — for 
SA tonight's Alabama-Mississippi 
\State game and will be 
recognized on the field for a significant 
achievement. Former Crimson Tide 
offensive lineman and assistant coach 
Sylvester Croom was selected as part 
of the 2022 College Football Hall of Fame 
Class, the National Football Foundation 
announced earlier this year. 

Croom, a native of Tuscaloosa, was a 
standout center at Alabama from 1972-74 
and helped the Tide to an impressive 32-4 
record during his time on campus, a run 
that included three straight conference 
titles, three top-10 finishes and the 1973 
UPI national championship. He was named 
a first team All-SEC and All-America 
honoree in 1974, the same year he won 
the SEC's Jacobs Blocking Trophy, which 
is awarded annually to the league's top 
offensive lineman. 


Croom spent one season in the NFL 
with the New Orleans Saints in 1975 before 
returning to his hometown to begin his 
coaching career. He served on Alabama's 
coaching staff from 1976-86 under Crimson 
Tide head coaches Paul “Bear” Bryant 
and then Ray Perkins before moving on to 
the NFL from 1987-2003. Croom next made 
history as the SEC’s first African-American 
head football coach when he was hired 
at Mississippi State in 2004. He spent five 
years with the Bulldogs before returning 
to the NFL. 

He spent his second stint in the league 
as an assistant coach before choosing 
to retire after the 2017 season. Following 
his coaching career, Croom was inducted 
into the Alabama Sports Hall of Fame in 
2020, while the Tide’s spring “Sylvester 
Croom Commitment to Excellence Award” 
is named in his honor. 

Now, he can add College Football Hall 
of Famer to his résumé. Croom is the 21st 


player in UA program history to be inducted 
into the Hall of Fame, joining Cornelius 
Bennett, Johnny Mack Brown, Johnny 
Cain, Harry Gilmer, John Hannah, Dixie 
Howell, Pooley Hubert, Don Hutson, Lee 
Roy Jordan, E.J. Junior, Woodrow Lowe, 
Marty Lyons, Vaughn Mancha, Johnny 
Musso, Billy Neighbors, Ozzie Newsome, 
Fred Sington, Riley Smith, Derrick Thomas 
and Don Whitmire. 

The 2022 Hall of Fame class will officially 
be inducted during the 64th NFF Annual 
Awards Dinner on Dec. 6. The inductees 
will also be recognized at their respective 
collegiate institutions with NFF Hall of 
Fame On-Campus Salutes during the fall 
(today for Croom). Their accomplishments 
will forever be immortalized at the Chick- 
fil-A College Football Hall of Fame in 
Atlanta. 
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
